RULE 


Sacaza is Now Dictator of} 
Nicaragua, 


Martial Law Proclaimed Throughout 
the Entire Republic. 


Commissions Dispatched to Other 
Countries After Ald. 


A Battle in Progress Which May Upset 
the Plans of the New Dictator— 
Steamships Cannot Land 
at San Juan, 

By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, May 21.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}| A Panama cable to.a 
morning paper says: ‘It is learned 
that Sacaza, President of Nicaragua, has 
called for an extraordinary session of 
Congress, and appealed to neighboring 
republics for assistance. The session 
has been convoked for Monday, May 
22. President Sacaza declares himself 
dictator, and has proclaimed martial 
law throughout the entire republic. 
By this act the constitutional guar- 
antees are suspended, and the country 
virtually under one-man rule. Simul- 
taneously with the issuance of these 
two proclamations, the Président se- 
cretly dispatched a commission of 
three to Corinto, the Pacific Coast part 
of Nicaragua, there to await the de- 
parture of the first Pacific Mail steamer 
for Guatemala, whither they go to en- 
deavor to obtain aid from that govern- 
ment. Another commission has been 
sent by President Sacaza to Salvador 
for the purpose of obtaining the assist- 
ance of that republic. It is positively 
known that Guatemala is at least in 
sympathy with the present (Sacaza) 
government.” 

A BATTLE IN PROGRESS. 

Graynava, May 21.—What is believed 
will be the decisive battle of the revo- 
lution against the authority of Presi- 
dent Sacaza has been opened. After 
davs spent in preparation the govern- 
ment troops began an advance 
this morning at 9 o’clock. Their 
purpose was to make an attack 
on the revolutionists-at Barranca, 
near Massaya. As the government 
forces advanced the battle was beguu 
by the revolutionists, whose artillery 
opened a vigorous fire upon -the 
attacking ..gglumns. They 
that ‘the engagement now in pro- 
gress will result favorably to 
their cause, and hope that it will be 
the decisive battle of the movement to 
overthrow Sacaza. Large crowds gath- 
ered inthe streets, awaiting news of 
the battle, which will be brought from 
the front by a messenger. 

THE PORT OF SAN JUAN CLOSED. 

Panama, May 21.—The government 
of Nicaragua notified the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company this morning that 
their vessels must not stop at San Juan 
while that portisinthe hands of the 
revolutionists, but may land passengers, 
mail and freight at Corinto. No move- 
ments of importance are being at- 
tempted by the revolutionists, as they 
are waiting for morearms and ammu- 
nition. 


CANADA’S TRADE, 


The McKinley Tarit? Has Caused a Large 
, Decrease in Exports. 

Orrawa (Ont.,) May 21.—[By the 
Associated Press. The commercial re- 
lations of Canada are given in the blue 
book issued yesterday by the financial 
department. It admits that the Mc- 
Kinley tariff has caused a large de- 
crease in Canadian exports to the 
United States. In respect to reciproc- 
ity, the Finance Minister says: ‘Since 
the abrogation in 1866 by the United 
States of the reciprocity treaty, Can- 
ada, time and again, has made advances 
for the resumption of the old or the in- 
auguration of new relations, upon some 
fair and equitable basis. The results 
of the Washington conferences, so far 
as the trade question is concerned, may 
be briefly stated thus: That any agree- 
ment for interchange of natural and 
manufactured goods must be based 
upon preferential treatment in favor of | 
the United States, and upon a uniform 
tariff for that country and Canada as 
against the world. As this involved 
discrimination against Great  Brit- 
ain and practical control by the 
United States, the Canadian commis- 
sions declined to accept these condi- 
tions. How far the recent change in 
the administration in the United States 
will affect Canadian interests remains 
to be seen.”’ 


FRENCH POLITICS. 
Dupuy Makes a Specch and Is Received 
with Enthusiasm. 

Panis, May 21.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| Premier Dupuy, at a 
banquet in Toulouse this evening, made 
along speech concerning the govern- 
ment’s programme and the political 
situation in France. Dupuy admitted 
that the growth of republican senti- 
ment in France has been accelerated by 
the counsel given by the Pope to 
French Catholics. 

In the streets M. Dupuy was received 
with exceptional enthusiasm. A few 
shouts of *‘Vive Baudin” were heard, 
but otherwise no attempt at political 
demonstration was made. 


LIVES LOST ON A DESERT. 


Terrible Fate ofa Party of Mining Pros- 
pectors, 

MANELOOA (Mex.,) May 21.—[By the 
Francis Banada, a 
rancher near San Juan Sabinas, brings 
news ofthe terrible fate ofa party of 
five mining prospectors, who left here 
four weeks ago for the Sierra San 
Vincente Mountains. The party con- 
sisted of C. H. Lorian, W. B. Knapp, 
Americans, and  Cecillis Martinez, 
Eustacie Lejoda and Jesus Guerrera.

We coutbined with European 
nations break down the Chinese 
wall, now,.with charming con- 
sisteney, we wail against the 
Chinese. ‘The inherent and inalien- 
able right of men to change their homes 
and allegiance was recognized in our 
famous Burlingame treaty with China 
in 1868. WelidoI remember the joy 
with which the news of the signing of 
this treaty was received. By the terms 
of this treaty the 
duced Chinese to come to our 
sbores, and in later years, when 
the hoodiums of San _ Francisco 
protested against Chinese immigra- 
tion, this Government in a second 
treaty, asserts that, while it -could 
and would regulate Chinese immi- 
gration, it would never prohibit it. 
Thus have we, a Christian nation, 
broken faith with China, whom We, in 
our rightousmess, designated as a 
nation of pagans. But even if we had 
the right to exclude and deport Chinese, 
we have not the power. No actof 
Congress can keep them out. The 
principles of Christianity say that we 
must welcome allstrangers within our 
gates, to our schools and» churches, and 
| teach them the lessons taught to us by 
| Christ.” 


AMERICAN FAIR PLAY. 


Rev. Madison G. Peters Reviews the Chi- 
nese Question. 

New York, May 21.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Chinese question was 
discussed by Rev. Madison G. Peters 
this morning atthe Bloomingdale Re- 
formed Church. Dr. Peters said: 
“When we meeded cheap labor to 
develop our country we begged the 
Chinese tocome. In 1844 our Gov- 
ernment becan to coax them to come. 
Our treatment of them has been a long 
score of prejudice, brick-bats, taxation 
and robbery. The Chinese are no 
worse than the same number of 
the same class -of any other na- 
tionality in our midst. I bespeak 
for the Chinese American fair 
play. There is no reason. why the dis- 
cretionary power of the authorities 
should not be used to extend temporar- 
ily the period of registration. ‘The 
very ministers Who make the most elo- 
quent pleas for the Chinese in China 
will, without a protest, allow the Chi- 
nese in America to become the victims 
of political cruelty. Ifa Chinaman had 
avote, our demagogues in Congress 
would profess great love for the China- 
man, and they would go around ou elec- 
tion day with opium pipes sticking from 
their pockets.” 


KNOCKED OVER A LABIP. 


Aun Inmate of @ Phenix House of Ill. 
fame Burned to Death. 

Paenix, May 21.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Blanche Russell, a recent 
inmate of a house of ili-fame, was 
burned to death yesterday by a lamp 
explosion in her room. She, accom- 
panied by another girl -and tavo men, 
were out driving. They returned at 2 
o’clock Saturday morning, and all were 
intoxicated. The men carried the girl 
to her room, where alamp was knocked 
over on the floor. The flames caught 
her clothing and she rushed into the 
hallway.and fell insensible on the floor. 
Her garments were burned entirely 
from her. Her companions made an 
attempt to help her. The woman was 
rendered entirely unconscious, but she 
did not expire until 11 o’clock. Her 
body was badly charred. The flames 
did little damage to the room.

WALLS 


Eleven Michigan Lumbermen 
Burned to Death, 


Burning Forests Compeiled Them to 
Run a Gauntlet of Flames. 


Eight Men Jumped into a Well and 
Were Slowly Suffocated. 


The Body of One of the Victims of the 
Saginaw Fire Identified—John 
Clarke is Still Missing— 

The Losses. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lake City (Mich.,) May 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Forest fires de- 
stroyed Louis Sands’s lumbercamp near 
here yesterday afternoon. Out of a to- 
talcrew of sixty men, forty-nine es- 
caped uninjured. Of these eight took 
refuge in a well and were suffocated. 
Two tried to run the gauntlet and were 
burned to a crisp. 


The dead are: Michael G. Pagen, 
Charlies G. Taylor, James Hugh, Ed- 
ward Roorabach, Samuel Campbell, 
Jobn Hill, Fred Sager, Hans Jacobson, 
Fred Sangreen and Mike Mulholland. 

The property loss consists of three 
horses, forty hogs, and camp tools, etc., 
and also eleven cars loaded with logs, 
owned by the Thayer Lumber Company. 

Fuller particulars of the butning of 
eleven men at Sands's lumber camp 
show thatthe men had assembled at 
dinner and that forest fires, which were 
burning already, entirely cut off all 
escape. Kealizing their danger, the 
men rushed out of the building, but the 
smoke blinded them, and they were 
bewildered. They ran hither and 
thither, unable to find a means of 
escape, and horses were stampeted 
owing to the confusion. 

Eight of the mea jumped into a 
well to escape the flames, and there 
died of suffocation. Their bodies were 
brought to the surface today. The 
others rushed to the woods, and some 
thus escaped, but the bodies of two 
were.aiterward found burned toacrisp. 
One man reached Lake City, terribly 
burned, and there died in fearful agony. 
Eight teams of horses were cremated. 

The bodies of the men burned have 
been brought to Lake City, where they 
await burial. Most of the unfortunates 
were strangers here, and their bodies 
will be shipped to friends, where 
known. 

The fire in the timber near the camp 
of Blodgett, Cummer & Diggins is under 
control, 
feared thefe. 


_THE SAGINAW FIRE. 


A Body Identified—One Man Still Among 
the Missing. 

Sactnaw (Mich.,) May 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The account of the 
fire yesterday as described in these dis- 
patches last night was substantially 
correct. The scene was one of inde- 
scribable excitement, the people be- 
coming frenzied in their desire to re- 
move household effects from the de- 
vouring element, which rushed maily 
‘on its journey of destruction, burning 
everything in its path. 

The body of the man spposed to be 
John Clarke, wko perished, was iden- 
tified thismorning as Robert Turner, 
aged 89 years. Clarke is still unac- 
counted for. 

There willbe some destitution, but a 
majority of the losses were sustained 
by people in comfortable circumstances. 
The people of Saginaw will take care 
of the needy ones and noappeal will be 
made for outside aid. Close estimates 
place the number of bu Idings destroyed 
at 275, and the total loss sustained at 
$900, 000. The total insurance will 
aggregate about $600,000. 


A ST. LOUIS BLAZE. 


A Boy and Many WUorses Perish in the 
Flames. 

St. Lovis, 21.—[By the Associated 
Press.] A fire at midaight destroyed 
$200,000 worth of property, and 
caused loss of life. The fire, which 
was. incendiary, completely destroyed 
the three-story brick block occupied by 
the C. M. Crumm Company. One hun- 
dred and fifty horses were burned toa 
crisp, and the entire lot of buggies, 
phaetons and other vehicles, and har- 
ness, etc., destroyed.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| “The absorbing topic in 
church circles tonight isthe sensational 
incident which occurred this morning in 
the First Presbyterian Church, the pas- 
tor of which is Rev. Dr. Sunderland. 
The church was crowded, and President 
and Mr. Cleveland were present: 

Rev. Dr. W. Merle Smith, pastor of the 
church attended by Mrs. Cleveland in 
New York, who is a guest at the White 
House, had been invited to preach, and 
took for his text, ‘‘Bear ye one an- 
other’s burden’s.’’ The young preacher 
charmed his hearers by an eloquent 
plea for union in the church. 

At the conclusion Dr. Sunderland 
arose and said: ‘‘l am’ sure we all en- 
joyed Dr. Smith’s sermon this morning, 
but there is one important omission. 
He neglected to state the cause of the 
dissention and distraction in the Pres- 
byterian Church at this time, and the 
reason why the church has failed to ac- 
complish what it ought to. I want to 
now state the cause. That cause is Dr. 
Briggs. I would not be in that man’s 
shoes today for all the world. Let us 
sing Hymn No. 5338." 

His remarks were delivered ina de- 
liberate and emphatic manner and in a 
loud voice. Many of those present 
went forward and congratulated Dr. 
Smith on his eloquent effort, but the 
latter, who keenly felt the rebuke of 
the aged pastor, could say nothing.

Irrigation Scheme in Africa. 

The great success of the irrigation 
projects in the dry lands of our West 
has led the government of Cape Colony 
to experiment in the reclamation of 
arid tracts in South Africa. It has 
sought water by boring, and has usually 
met with complete success. The first 
experiments were made in the Cape 
Colony itself, where wells were bored 
in twenty-seven different places, in 
twenty-two of which water was found. 
The resalts were often astonishing. In 
one well five different streams of water 
were struck in the first forty-seven 
feet, the last one of which threw up 
21,600 galions of water. every twepty- 
four hours, and gave indication of be- 
ing permanent. Many interesting ex- 
periments were also tried in the coun- 
try to the north of Cape Colony, in 
Bushmansland and Bechuanaland, and 
preparations are being made to bore 
for water in these districts on an ex- 
tensive scale.

A Fearful and Wondertiul Contract. 

Elsewhere in today’s Times we pub- 
lish the full text of the contract en- 
tered into between KR. F. House, the 
party of the first part, and E. P. Col- 
gan, State Controller, and W. H. H. 
Hart, Attorney-General, in behalf of the 
State of California as parties of the 
second part. under which House has 
been assuming to act as an agent of 
the State in collecting back taxes. The 
document abounds with the usual legal 
verbosity, and. reduced to its essence, it 
makes the foilowing stipulations: That 
the parties of the second part, ‘‘so far 
as authorized by law so to do,’’ employ 
the party of the first part to collect 
moneys due on property sold to the 
State for delinquent taxes irom 1870 
down to and including the forty-second 
fiscal year. The territory in which 
House is authorized to operate is all in- 
cluded in the boundaries of Los Angeles 
county before Orange county was set 
off therefrom. To House is delegated 
the authority to appoint still another 
person to serve the requisite notices on 
property-owners. House’is to receive 
the ‘“‘fees allowed (when collected from 
the redemptioner) for each notice 
served, and also to receive as his com- 
pensation for additional services ren- 
dered such sum as the State Board of 
Examiners may allow, not exceeding 15 
per cent. on all moneys collected and 
paid, to the county treasurers for and 
on account.of the State of California.” 
The State waives any responsibility for 
paying a similar percentage on moneys 
covered into a county treasury as its 
proportion, ‘‘asthat is a county charge 
and should be made to and paid by the 
counties.’’ This is as far as the high 
contracting parties could go in the way 
of binding the counties to pay a per- 
centage to Mr. House, but they make 
sure of tae fees for serving notices by 
stipulating that the County Treasurer 
shall turn over to House all such sums 
collected bv the Treasurer. 

Railroads sold to the State for delin- 
quent taxes are especially exempted 
from the contract, except only street 
railroads, which have to take their 
chances. Houseistocompile the neces- 
sary records for prosecuting his re- 
demption business; is to turn over all 
moneys collected (except his fees) to 
the County Treasurer between the Ist 
and 10th of each month, and is to make 
returns in triplicate of his transactions, 
one copy of which is to be filed with 
the County Treasurer, one copy with 
the County Auditor, and one copy with 
the State Controller. House's books 
and accounts are to be open to the in- 
spectfon of the State Controller and At- 
torney-General at all times, and House 
is not to begin any legal procedure, ex- 
cept upon the request of the State Con- 
troller and Attorney-General. Thus it 
appears that every provision was made 
by the two State officials for watching 
their agent closely and keeping him 
well in hand. These officials also 


demonstrated their shrewdness in waiv- | 


ing all responsibility as individuals in 

making the contract. They assumed 

only to bind the State, in whose name 
they acted. These clauses are worth 
quoting: 

It is expressly understood and agreed 
that the State Controller and Attorney- 

General shall not be personally liable to 

said party of the first part for the pay- 

ment of the compensation herein men- 
tioned, this appointment being made in 
pursuance of the provisions of section 

3880, Political Code, and such other 

provisions of law as pertain to. the 

matter. 

It is further mutually agreed that it 
is intended by this contract and agree- 
ment to confer allthe power and author- 
ity upon said party of the first part as 
an agent of the State, insofar as the 
said parties of the second part can doso, 
by virtue of their offices, in reference to 
the revenues of the State, and for the 
purpose of causing the redemption of 
all the property sold to the State for 
taxes. | 

Speaking as one not learned in the 
technicalities of the law, and simply as 
a layman, we have no hesitancy in de- 
claring this a fearful and a wonderful 
instrument. To show its utter in- 
congruity and lack of justification, we 
have only to quote the section of the 
Political Code which is cited as their 
authority by the State Controller and 
Attorney-General. Since itisa recog- 
nized principle of practice, we believe, 
to construe all laws with their context, 
we will take the privilege of quoting 
two sections of the Political Code as 
follows: 

Section $879. When any law in re- 
lation to the revenue of the State has 
been so far violated as to require thé 
prosecution of the offender for a 
criminal offense, or proceedings against 
him by civil action, the Controller may 
designate the county in which the prose- 
cution or proceeding may be had. 

Section 3880. The Controller or At- 
torney-General may employ other 
counsel than the District Attorney, and 
the expenses must be audited by the 
Board of Examiners and be paid out of 
the State treasury. . 

_ Thus it appears that Mr. House must 
been employed:.as ‘“‘counsel’’ for 
the State Controller or Attorney- 
General to prosecute offenders for a 
criminal! offense or to bring civil actions 

\ for violations of the revenue laws of 

the State. 


_ Nothing is said in the statute about” 


employing-an agent to collect back 
taxes; nothing whatever to warrant the 


rigmarole of duties and emoluments 
laid down in the contract; the State 
Controller and Attorney-General are 
simply empowered to employ counsel 
other than the District Attorney to 
represent them in court. But Mr. 
House is especially enjoined in the 
contract from taking any case into 
court except upon special request from 
the high contracting parties of the 
second part. Andifahey had requested 
such a thing, Mr. House would himself 
have been obliged to employ counsel, 
as he is not himself an attorney. 

It is very evident that the entire 

contract is a subterfuge, a com- 
plete non sequiter of the law, 
without warrant of authority on the 
part of the State officials who made it, 
and conferring no legal powers, what- 
ever, upon Mr. House. A lawyer who 
thought anything of his legal reputa- 
tion would not have made such a con- 
tract. An official who valued his stand- 
ing would not have entered into it on 
such lack of authorization. The whole 
business is one of the most contempti- 
ble official farces that has ever been 
enacted in thisor any other State. It 
isa fake from begifining to end. It is 
a‘shallow, piratical scheme, the effect 
of which, if carried out, would be to 
bleed the people and put a large share 
of the proceeds into the pockets of two 
State officials and their convenient op- 
erative. 

We are not advised as to the number 
of special agents thatthe State Con- 
troller and Attorney-General have em- 
ployed for a similar purpose throughout 
the State, but if any other counties are 
afflicted with Houses, we advise them 
to break up the combination as soon as 
possible. There is no necessity for en- 
during this quasi-official robbery. The 
so-called agents are not agents at all, 
and they have no right to collect a dol- 
lar from property-owners in the name 
of the State. 

It would serve the State Controller 
and Attorney-General right if they 
were impeached and driven from oflice 
for this gross usurpation of authority, 
this high-handed scheme of robbery. 
They ought to be kicked out forthwith 
and prosecuted for conspiracy to de- 
fraud.

IMMANUEL CHURCH. 

Yesterday morning Dr. Chichester 
preached one of his characteristic ser- 
mons, referring incidentally to the is- 
sues now pending before the Presby- 
terian General Assembly. The fact 
that Dr. Chichester’s orthodoxy is un- 
questioned gives his utterances a pe- 
culiar weight and significance at the 
present time. The text was Acts xv, 
31, ‘‘And when they had gathered the 
multitude together they delivered the 
epistle, which, when they had _ read, 
they rejoiced for tha consolation.”’ 

The rejoicing here, said the doctor, 
was the rejoicing of the progressive 
party in the early Christian church— 
their rejoicing over the decision for 
liberty that had just been enacted by 
the first general assembly. This 
Jerusalem council was composed of the 
early church’s official representatives— 
the apostles and elders who had been 
called together for the purpose of ad- 
judicating a perplexing matter of 
church doctrine and usage’ To make a 
long matters short, this council, was 
convened in order that it might be de- 
términed whether or not the Apostle 
Paul was aheretic. The apostle of 
course won his case, and the council’s 
decision was on the side of ltberty. 
This old Jewish controversy was really 
the beginning of that struggle that is 
still going on in the Christian Church— 
that old, old struggle between conser- 
vatism and progress that will manifest 


just as much zest and ‘intensity as it 
once did in Jerusalem and Antioch. 
Aftersome further words of introduc- 
tion, the doctor announced his subject 
as follows: ‘Some Important Facts 
in Connection With the Jerusalem 
General Assembly that May Be Helpful 
in Solving Our Church’s’ Present 
Difficulties.’’ The points he then made 
in his graphic style were as follows: 
The seeming insignificance of the mat- 
terin controversy; the importance of 
frank and friendly confidence concern- 
ing disputed issues; the need on all 
sides of openness to conviction; the 
mistake of burdening men’s consciences 
with matters concerning which there 
is no distinct divine relation; the ne- 
cessity of equitable and honorable com- 
‘promise in adjusting difficulties, and 
the duty of loyal submission to recog- 
nized authority. 

The congregation was profoundly 
moved, especially in connection with 
the doctor’s impassioned plea for sub- 
mission to lawful procedure. It is very 
certain that the decisions of the Wasbh- 
ington Assembly will not satisfy every- 
body, and some doubtless will be sorely 
grieved and wounded. But the advice 
was to stand by the old historic church. 
While there is no such thing as an ‘‘in- 
errent’’ assembly, we have an ‘‘iner- 
rent Bible’’ and a faithful God who it 
his own time and way will overrule all 
the mistakes of his servants. Chris- 
tian work is of far more importance 
than theological wrangling. The 
time wasted in controversy, the 
past year ortwo is simply appalling. 
While the last Presbyterian assembly 
at Portland spent twenty-two hours 
and a half upon the Briggs case, it gave 
onlytwoanda half hours to foreign 
missions. Thatis, it gave nine times 
as much time to the consideration of a 
matter which all admit has no relation 
to the believer's fellowship in God as 
it devoted to the countless heathen 
millions in their awful darkness.

Tucson, May 18.—A Los Angeles 
lady who wintéred at Yoma writes back . 
to Tus Times as follows:

I was talking with Mr. Packard of 
Riverside, a few days ago, and he says 
there is much interest being shown 
there in regard to Yuma as~a fruit- 
raising point.

A mammoth crop of 
alfalfa will be cut around Mesa and 
Tempe this year. ‘

The gang of counterfeiters and forgers 
which recently foisted on American rail- 
roads a large number of tickets purport- 
ing to have been issued by the Sibley, 
Lake Bristineau and Southern, as re- 
ported by telegraph in Tue Times, is 
In the former case a 
little eight-mile wood road was chosen 
as the ostensible sponsor of the fraud- 
ulent issue of tickets. This time full 
play was given to fancy, and the name 
of a hypothetical road, the Portage 
Creek and Rich Valley, was chosen. 
The Chicago Herald says on this subject: 

The method of operation was identically 
the same as in the case of the Lake Bristi- 
neau tickets. Apparently the job was done 
by the same printer and the tickets were 
sold to confiding victims by the same scalp- 
ers who dealt in the Lake Bristineau 
tickeis. The skeleton form of ticket was 
chosen, the first coupon usually purporting 
to be into Chicago. From here they were 
made out to any destination the scalper’s 
customer desired to reach—Pecatonica, San 
Francisco, Portiand Or., or Portland, Me., 
New York or New Orleans. It was done 
with a few strokes of the pen. The blank 
for destination was filled up as the cus- 
tomer wanted, and then the scalperina 
burst of gencrosity gave him the choice of 
routes. The name of one road was as 
readily written in as that of another. 
Itscems hardly possible that such tickets 
could have been sold and honored, 
but there may readily have been thou- 
sands of them accepted by conductors 
in the last month The number never 
willbe known. So far as known not over a 
dozen of these were refused by conductors. 
In each case the passenger told as nearly 
as he could of what scalper he had bought 
the ticket. Three of them have made afi- 
davit that they bought them of a well- 
known Chicago scalper—the one who was 
implicated in the Lake Bristineau deal. 

Some of the victimized roads have deter- 
mined to bring this scalperto a realizing 
sense of his misdeeds, and will tring suit 
against him as soon as their legal depart- 
ments declare the proof ample for convic- 
tion. Hithertq the bringing of these suits 
has been the merest farce. A great blare 
of trumpets is made at the preliminary 
trial, and then the case sinks out of sight. 
In every case the scalper has been able to 
bluff the railroad and terrorize it by the 
threat of a boycott into withdrawing the 
suit, It has come tobe a recognized fact 
that no American railroad: has the back- 
bone tc prosecute a scalper, against whom 
is piled up the most positive evidence of 
forgery and counterfeiting. This state of 
affairs has shamed some ofthe roads into: 
taking a decided stand, and they declare 
they will prosecute anyone found dealing 
in forged tickets, be he a scalper or only of. 
ordinary clay.

SEATTLE, LAKE SHORE AND EASTERN. 

May 21.—[By the Associated 
The answer of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company, the Seaitle, 
Lake Shore and Eastern’ Railway 
Company, and of the trustees of the lat- 
ter company to the complaint of 
Thomas Earle and Angus Mackintosh, 
asking for an injunction against the 
execution of the traffic contract be- 
tween the two railroad companies, and 
asking for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver forthe Lake Shore road, was 
filed in the United States Circuit Court 
today.

Heavy Batting All Along Both Sides

A Queer Battle Between the Two 
Erratic Pitchers.

Previous Records Hroken In Some 
Respects—-Bases on Batis, Ercors, 
and Two and Three-baggers 
the Features—Score, 


GAME of see-saw in 
the full sense of the 
word, first one side 
up and then the 
other—such was yes- 
terday's exhibition 
at Athletic Park. 
First it was Uncle, 
then the Angels, 
then Uncle again, 
and so on. At the 
end of the ninth in- 
ning the score stood 
12to 12, andinthe tenth Lytle made 
the winning run. Until that run was 
scored, no one knew how it was going 
to end, 

Mr. Borchers pitched for the home 
team, but was very erratic. Knell, who 
was in the box for Uncle, was not much 
better. Between them only forty-six 
men were sent to base. 

The game was the longest in point of 
time of any played on the grounds this 
season. It was just three’ hours from 
beginning to end, and the audience was 
in suspense from the pitching of tle 
first ball “until the last man was de- 
clared out.

It is somewhat funny, to say the 
least, how the San Francisco morning 
papers persist in docking the Los Ange- 
les club forthe first of the two games 
played with Stockton a week ago yes- 
terday.

A GREAT DISCOVERY, 


Dr. Koch Outrivaled by a Japanese 
Savant. 


Apparent Care of Hopeless Cases-of 
sumption—Dr, Kitasato’s Wonder- 
ful Work in Bacteriology— 

What He is Doing. 


Dr. Kitasato of Tokio, Japan, who is 
well known in the medical world as the 
discOverer-of the bacillus of tetanus 
and the method of dealing with it, aud 
who was an especially fayored student 
from to 1892 of Dr. Robert Koch 
of Berlin, Germany, has recently 
achieved apparently remarkable suc- 
cesses in the treatment of consumption. 
Prof. Clay MacCauley of Tokio, a pas- 
senger by the Oceanic, which arrived 
at San Francisco Wednesday, said toa 
Chronicle reporter that the Japanese 
Parliament at its last session appro- 
priated $45,000 for the current year, 
and 315,000 a year for the next uwo 
years, to enable Dr. Kitasato, who had 
just returned from Europe, to prosecute 
the study and treatment of infectious 
diseases, for which he had already in 
Germany gained considerable reputa- 
tion, Among the special objects of his 
investigations have been cholera, ab- 
dominal typhus, diphtheria and con- 
sumption. With the last-named dis- 
ease during the past winter Dr. Kita- 
sato has had results that are note- 
worthy, and which, if confirmed, are of 
world-wide importance. 

Prof. MacCauley says that just be- 
fore he left Tokio he visited Dr. Kita- 
sato’s labofatory and’temporary hos- 
pital, and was shown, among other 
things, the records of the cases of five 
consumptives who had been under 
treatment fortwo months ard a half, 
and of twenty-five patients suffering 
from the same disease, who had been in 
the hospital for only a few weeks. 
Four of the first five patients had just 
been discharged from medical care in 
the hospital, showing no symptoms 
whatever of their disease, apparently 
cured. The fifth patient was almost 
free from any signs of the disease. Of 
the remaining twenty-five every one 
had evidently been much improved. 
None of these patients, it is to be 
noted, had passed beyond the second 
stage of consumption, but, as showing 
how far the trouble nad advanced, the 
following records may be régarded as 
typical: Dulling of one lung, with rat- 
tling sounds as far as the sixth inter- 
costal space, and friction as far as the 
third; about sixty grammes of sputum 
daily, now and then tuberclis; night 
sweats, cough and fever, emaciation, 
etc. No cavities had been formed. 
Dr. Kitasato, hopeful as he is about the 
cure of consumption in the second 
stage, sees no prospect for cure where 
these appear in the lungs. One of the 
above-named patients had been confined 
to bed six weeks before entrance to the 
hospital 

The symptoms ofall from the begin- 
ning of the treatment began to lessen. 
In one month’s time the sputum had di- 
minished from sixty grammes to 
twenty. Weight had increased in one 
case from forty-eight and a half to 
fifty-two anda quarter kilogrammes. 
In all cases wasting away had ceased 
and weight bad been gained. 

No public announcement has yet been 
made in Japanof this apparent victory 
over ,the most dreaded disease of the 
world, for the reason that the large 
hospital ngw being erected by the Jap- 
anese government for Dr. Kitasato is 
not in readiness to receive the many 
sufferers who will seek relief from him. 
Early in June, however, the hospital 
will have been completed and publicity 
can be given it in Japan. The treat- 
ment followed is, in modified form, that 
of Dr. Koch, of which the world heard 
so much a few yearsago. A prepara- 
tion called tuberculine is injected under 
the skin and taken into the blood. Its 
effect is, it is supposed, to give immun- 
ity to the healthy lung tissue from 
whatever agency causes the disease, 
and thence, portion by portion, toen- 
able the diseased areas to recover 
health. 

The most notable effect of Dr. Kita- 
sato’s method is from the first the non- 
appearance of the disastrous reaction- 
ary fevers which have followed the 
subjection ofthe tuberculine used in 
Germany. In but one case did such 
fever appear under Dr. Kitasato’s 
‘care, andin that case but once. On 
this account the patient’s strength is 
not drawn upon—there isno enforced 
depression to rally from. 

bt course, Prof. MaoCauley says, it 
cannet yet vedeclared that the cure 
for consumption has at last been dis- 
covered. ‘Time only will show whether 
the persons seemingly cured are, in 
fact, well. But it certainly is clear 
that several men who seemed hope- 
lessly in the clutch of the disease are 
now apparently well, and that many 
others are, week by week, apparently 
progressing toward recovery. 

Dr. Kitasato is known in the medical 
world as being an exceptionally bril- 
liant investigator. His interest in the 
study ot infectious diseases while he 
was a stident of medicine in the Im- 
perial University at Tokio drew the at- 
tention of the authorities of the sani- 
tary department of the home office to 
himn, Im 1885 he was sent at the ex- 
pense of the government to Germany 
to be a stadent under Prof. Koch, with 
whom he became. a specialist in bac- 
teriology. 

Just before his return to Japan he 
was offered:a professorship in the uni- 
versity at Berlin. He preferred, how- 
ever, to continue his work at home. A 
letter in his praise from Yhe German 
Emperor tothe Emperor of Japan re- 
cently caused him to receive a Japanese 
imperial decoration. His services are 
now entirely underthe employ of the 
government. His hospitals are gov- 
ernment hospitalx He has no personal

His work is 
of such worth that the imperial author- 
ities and the Parliament have opened 
the way forhim to devote his genius to 
human welfare.

Serious Freight Wreek on the Southern 


The Southern Pacific Railway track at 
this point is strewn with Wreckage for a 
distance of aboutone hundred yards. On 
Saturday night about 10.50 o'clock a 
freight train was coming in from the east, 
and it is supposed a truck~ broke, letting 
down one of the cars. The train was run- 
ning along at a pretty lively rate. and the 
cars were heavily loa In an instant 
there was a crash and seven box cars and 
one flat car were more or icss torn to 
pieces. Some of the cars piledup on top 
of the others until, in the darkness, 
they looked like the wreck of some 
large building. The cars were all damaged 
so vadly that itis thought they will be of 
little service. Mostof these were loaded 
with wire cable and electric railway sup- 
plies, for San Francisco. I.\ttl damage 
was therefore done to the freight. A 
wrecking train was atonce sentup from 
Los Angeles, and the crew becan the work 
of clearing away the pile of wreckage. The 
track was torn up and the ties converted 
into' kindling wood for aspace of about 
fifty yards. The side tracks were 
used for the passing trains, but the 
track will not be in condition before Mon. 
day. The car that. @rst ict down was 
dragged almost a mile before the train 
could be stopped. The Times reporter vis- 
ited the scene of the wreck a few minutes 
after it occurred, and an cye-witness of the 
affair reported that the train was running 
at the rate of thirty or forty miles an hour. 
The way the track was torn up and the cars 
demolished would indicate that a pretty 
lively ate of speed was kept up. The wreck 
occurred at First and Gibbs. No one was 
hurt. 

Whatever may be said of the rate‘of 
speed at which this particular train was 
going, it is a notorious fact that the trains, 
as arule, go through this city at the rate 
of thirty or forty miles an hour, especially 
incoming in from the east. It is down 
grade, and the engineers rarely apply the 
air-brakes at all until they reach Gibbs 
street, which is only two blocks from the 
depot. Freight traine, which have no 
freight for this int, go through without 
ever shutting off steam: and, though the 
press has repeatedly calied attention tothe 
fact, the ordinance forbidding the running 
of trains faster than six miles an hour is ig- 
nored. There have been several narrow 
escapes from death at some of the cross- 
ings, and the Council should see to it that 
the Southern Pacific shows as much respect 
to Pomona as it does to other Southern 
California citlé®. Amarrest or two under 
the ordinance would seitie matters, and 
save lite and property. 

POMONA BREVITIES.

The Progress in speaking of these lands 
says: “In no part of Pomona has there 
been more improvement in acreage prop- 
erty during the past year than in the 
locality southeast’ of town, and in the 
vicinity of the cemetery. The number of 
new prune, apricot and peach orchards 
planted there gduring the past winter and 
the way that former bare land has been 
cultivated and made to bear crops of grain 
and alfalfa are surprising to one who has 
not been out that way in the past year. 
Some ot the best kept deciduous orchards 
in this section are to be found southeast of 
town this season."’

‘SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA, 


The Section South of the Tehachepi 
an Empire in Itself. 


Impressions of an Editor from the North. 
ern Citrus Belt-—A Flattering Tribute 
from Marcus D. Boruck, of the 
“Spirit of the Times.” 


Marcus D. Boruck of the Spirit of the 
Times of San Francisco, who recently 
made a tour of the southern portion of 
the State, is writing a series of valuable 
articles for his paper on the country 
south of the Tehachepi. In his issue of 
May 6, after paying a high tribute to 
the people of Southern California, Mr. 
Boruck says: | 


And when the people of Bouthern Cali- 
fornia, in the pursuit of business success, 
come to realize the fact that below the line 
so distinctly marked by the hills and moun- 
tains of Tehachepi there is an absolute 
empire marked on the map of the State as 
Southern California—sturdy, strong, de- 
fiant and progressive—at that moment a 
brighter light will dawn upon the tradi- 
tions of the country above the line re- 
ferred to. The people of the northern 
part of the State must awaken to this con- 
dition of affairs, and now, for we say to 
them, we are confident from what we have 
seen in the advancement of the svuthern 
border, delays will be found to be extremely 
dangerous. Too many people in the face 
of antagonism rely upon the pooh-pooh 
plan of combating it. In this instance it 
will not succeed; neither will it be at all 
eMicacious to rely upon the one-lung propo- 
sition for success, for one-lung people, if 
such there be, where we have been, in the 
matter of business acumen, sense and skill, 
are equal to any in the world; there is not 
an organ in the world too. large for each 
and every one of them in their individual 
capacity to supply the bellows with all 
necessary power té keep it in motion, 
whereby the sweetest sounds may be 
emitted. The “one-lungjidea is a mis- 
nomer. There is nothing init. One of the 
grandest, if not the grandest, phase of this 
new life in the south part of the State is 
the absolute unity of purpose actuating all 
classes. Thereis no pulling apart. It is 
considered that that which is good for one 
must necessarily be good for another, and 
hence there is no splintering of the beam 
upon which the business of the place is to 


rest. 


In his issue of May 13, following up 
his subject, Mr. Boruck has the follow- 
ing highly-compiimentary account of 
the new wharf at Port Los Angeles and 
the proposed boulevard from Los An- 
geles to Santa Monica: 


In our previous article relative to the rise 
and progress of the southern part of the 
State, we took the ground that the absolute 
unity of action permeating all classes was 
the basis upon which it rested. Take Chi- 
cago, for instance; there is nocity in the 
world that has made the progressin a com- 
paratively short time that she has, and her 
citizens are just like the people ot Los An- 
geles—they work, labor and pull together 
in every instance demanding their help and 
assistance; there are no discussions, no 
bickerings, no fault-finding with others who 
may have succeeded a little better in some 
respects than they; jealousies seldom or 
never crop out in Chicago or Los Angeles in 
business circles. They all encourage in- 
dustry and enterprise, no matter whether 
it be manufacturing, irrigation, or in oper- 
ating or constructing railroads. Notwith- 
standing that Los Angeles has but little 
back country to supply, yet all its mer- 
chants are happy aad prosperous, and do a 
large and healthy business. Here is an il- 
lustration of what these united people of 
Los Angeles think of an improvement, not 
only contemplated, but put it into healthy 
motion, and which in good time will be au 
faitaccompli: A wharf has been built at 
what was known as Santa Monica, but will 
hereafter be known as Port Los Angeles. 
It is 4593 feet in length; the width at the 
extreme end is 130 feet; the depth of the 
water at extreme high tide at the end is 10 
feet. Construction of the wharf is so 
arranged as to add a branch wharf 
running out some 400 feet whenever 
it may become necessary, which will proba- 
bly not be for many years, because of the 
extensive facilities afforded by the present 
wharf. As a ship will be able to unload 
alongside the wharf, avoiding lighterage 
or other expenses, as is the case at San 
Pedro, port charges will be materially 
cheapened. Upon the wharf there will be 
a very large coal buuker, 816 feet in 
length by 36 in width; the posts are 37 
feet high; the bunkers will have a capacity 
of 8200 tons. This has been constructed 
by the Southern Pacific Railroad Company. 
Has it excited any antagonism? Has it 
produced any irritation leading up to harsh 
criticism? Has it engendered any hard 
feeling? Have there been appeals to the 
prejudices of the people? Has it been 
looked upon and denounced by the press as 
an outrage’ Have there been any attempts 
made to impede its progress? Have its 
vuilders and their friends been hailed as 
“thieves,”’ “robbers,"’ ‘»plunder- 
ers,’ and so on down through and along 
the gamut of personal abuse ana detrac- 
tion! No! no one of these things have 
been done; and no! is the answer to each 
question propounded. But in lieu thereof 
we will tell you what the people of Los 
Angeles intend doing, and that right 
speedily; first having inscribed “unity of 
action’’ over the portals looking to the 
opening of the great and grand work in 
hand, viz: From the Santa Monica freigh: 
depot to the outer end of the main wharf 
isthree andahalf miles. From the City 
Hall in Los Angeles to the Santa 
Monica depot, on a_ straight line, is 
but fourteen miles; and from the western 
city limits of Los Angeles is but twelve 
miles; thus vou see atwelve-mile drive 
over a level asphaltum road would consume 
but a short time for a good team of horses, 
and ought to be a most attractive feature, 
not only to the people of Los Angeles, but 
visitors generally, as those who wish could 
go out in the morning, take a bath in the 


surf and returnin ample time for lunch. 
Now this is what the people of Los Angeles 
intend doing It will be a magnificent thor- 
oughfareinevery respect. It will be twice 
as broad as Van Ness avenue in San Fran- 
cisco; there will be four lines of trees from 
beginning to end, one on each side and two 
in the center, and, as all the world is de- 
manding rapid transit. an electric car road 
will be constructed that for 10 cents wi 
carry passengers from the city to_ the 
ocean. There will be very little trouble in 
constructing this magnificent avenue of 
ease and comfort for the people, as very 
near the line where this boulevard is to be 
there is a large deposit of asphaltum rock 
on a straight line from Los Angeles to 
Santa Monicaw The construction of this 
great highway of pleasure and health will 
give Los Angeles areputation abroad, great 
asitis now in the right direction, that 
will exceed anything that has thus far been 
said in connection with its growing inter- 
ests. This new venture of the people of 
Los Angeles will, when matured, become 
an American Appian-way—a_ celebrated 
road, which, with its branches, connected 
Rome with all parts of Southern Italy. {ft 
was remarkable for its substantiability, 
and was the most picturesque of all the ap- 
proaches to Rome. We cite these incidents 
tor two reasons, the first to give credit toa 
united people for their unity and wonder- 
ful enterprise, and, secondly, to excite a 
corresponding interest in other portions of 
the State, in order to see if a new life can- 
not be infused into the people thereof, to 
the end that they may be incited to go and 
dolikewise. We refer somewhat to Los 
Angeles at the gher ger writing, but shall 
return to the subject again. It is our pur- 
pose to take up the traditions of advance- 
ment of each place that came under our di- 
rect observation during our sojourn in the 
southern part of the State; not in any 
fixed order, Lut as the material is at hand 
to which we desire to make reference. We 
will say this, however, in order to conclude 
a branch of our illustrations, so to speak, 
that, without exception, wherever we vis- 
ited in the southern part of the State the 
same community of interest, self-abnega- 
tion and unity of action existed as that 
which distinguished and distinguishes Los 
Angeles. It is, without exception, phenom- 
enal in the history of communities. 4
